The labor unions 
have succeeded in raising wages and 
shortening hours for those who are 
working, while unemployment has | 
increased; the farmers have fallen! 
down badly on the job, mostly be-/ 
cause they won't organize and stick ! 
together. 

It is said that the vote is the most 
effective weapon the people have—a 
bloodless revolution. By ballot we | 
say we can put out a government if 
it is unsatisfactory and put in another 
one. The people of Canada have 
been changing governments ever so 
often since Confederation, and | 
usually the one they put in turns out 
worse than the one they put out. And | 
I don’t think that has ever come so 
true as it has both in Alberta and 
After the 
election returns were in, Mr. King 
came to the microphone and spoke 
to the nation as follows: 

“Today’s election discloses that 
the people share the view, which 
the Libegal party has all along 

maintained, that unemployment 
| 


is Canada’s most urgent national 
problem. It is an endorsation of 
the Liberal proposal to deal with 
this question by means of a 
representative national commis- 
sion and by policies which will 
serve to revive industry and 
trade.” 

As he went on he got better, and 
later spoke as follows: 

“In the new era which dawns 
today, the struggle for the rights 
of the people will, in the realm 
of economic liberty and security, 
be carried on as never before. 
Poverty and adversity, want and 
misery, are the enemies which 
Libaralism will seek to banish 
from our land. They have lain 
in wait at the gate of every 
Canadian home during the past 
five years, and their menacing 
mein has served to destroy the 
souls as well as the minds and 
bodies of an ever-increasing 
number of men, women and chil- 
dren in our land. We take up 
at once, as our supreme task, 
the endeavor to end poverty in 
the midst of plenty, starvation 
and unnecessary suffering in a 
land of abundance, discontent 
and distress in a country more 
blessed by Providence than any 
other on the face of the globe, 
and to gain for individual lives 
and for the nation as a whole, 
that ‘health, and peace, and sweet 
content’ which is the rightful 
heritage of all.” 

Thus spoke Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King in 1935. Has his 
government lived up to it? |

We are more enlightened than we were 
20) years ago, with a clearer idea of 
the issues involved, and we are not so 
liable to be misled by propaganda 
based on fear, hate and greed. That 
is the truth about war from a Chris- 
tian standpoint. There was no doubt 
in Christ's mind—*“All they that take 
the sword will perish by the sword,” 
and history proves Over and over again 
the truth of this statement. I should 
like to read you extracts from an art- 
icle by Maud Royden, a great crusader 
for peace. which appeared in our Sun- 
day School paper “Onward” Jan. 15. 
Appealing to the younger generation, 
she says: 

“You do not know. you younger ones 
with what lofty ideals we went into 
the war in 1914. But four years later 
our lofty idealism was brutalized by 
what we had suffered. Read history 
and you will see that this claim to 
make a just settlement after a bloody 
war is never made cood—it cannot be. 
When you have gone through a war, 
wisdom is a psychological impossibil- 
ity. There is no war which will end in 
a just peace, because at the end of a 
war it is no longer justice people de- 
sire. but vengeance. They start de- 
siring justice. Why? because they 
have not suffered. But when the war 
is ended they want revenge. Why? 
Because they have suffered things 
that are intolerable. They want to be 
given a hundred-fold for what has 
been torn away from them by war. 

“Do you think you younger ones, 
that these were wicked people who 
made the Treaty of Versailles, the in- 
justices of which lie underneath so 
many of our present troubles? If you 
think that. you will miss the whole sig- 
nificence of that treaty conference. 
They were not wicked, and you would 
have been as they. After four years 
of hell, who was going to be dispas- 
sionate and calm? They had watched 
people maimed and mutilated and 
slaughtered; their best friends killed 
at their sides, blinded or driven mad 
by gas or terror. Were they to be 
calm and judicial when it came to 
making peace? Was nobody to pay 
for all that they had gone through? 

“You cannot know or imagine the 


| prolonged agony of those war years; 


the hideous reports of what was hap- 
the news of the 
death of those we loved best in the 


world. You cannot imagine it, and no 
one can tell you. And then we sat 
down round a table to make peace! 


We might put an.¢@W@ to a combat for 
a time: but we were not any longer 
able to make peace.” 


Since there is no hope that another 
war will bring us any nearer to the 
peace and security we all desire so 
much, how can we make peace in our 
day? How can we destroy our ene- 
mies except by killing them off or 
making them so weak and helpless they 
could not possibly harm us? We get 
rid of our enemies by destroying the 
causes of our enmity, and the same 
causes separate individuals that sep- 
arate nations — fear, selfishness, dis- 
honesty and resentment. Today, fear 
is like an ugly monster defying us to 
get together and be friends. Nellie 
McClung says of the League of Na- 
tions: 

“The League is like a beautiful 
house with every known mechanical 
device—crystal chandeliers, lights in 
every hallway, in every closet. over 
every door, and on the lawns; every 
electrical device—vacuum cleaners, 
fireplaces, air-conditioning — every- 
thing, but electricity to set them all in 
motion. One thing lacking, only one. 
In the case of the gue, it is power. 
The power of honesty, courage, fair- 
dealing, and the driving impulse to 
observe the Golden Rule. It is too 
easy to say the failure of the United 


| States to take responsibility, killed the 


League, or that the greed of Germany, 
Italy and Japan killed the League. It 
goes deeper than that. No one nation 
did it. We all did it.” 

I had this in mind when I came back 
to Canada. I Had seen people in the 
grip of fear, kindly people who loved 
their homes, their children, decency, 
music, poetry, all the amenities of life. 
I saw them twisted and torn with fear. 

“When_I came back to Canada on 
October 7, it was a bright autumn day 
and the sun shone bright on the blue 
St. Lawrence river. The maple leaves 
had turned to crimson, cattle grazed on 
the green after-grass, smoke rose from 
peaceful homes of contentrhent and 
security. It was good to be back. But 
I could not forget what I had seen. I 
had looked into the cauldron of war— 
i had seen fear laying its heavy hand 
on innocent and helpless people.” 

Stanley Jones says in “Victorious 
Living”: ‘The world was never so 
near to war and never so near to get- 
ting rid of war We are not more war 
like than we used to be. We are far 
less But science has thrown us to- 
gether as a world by its rapid commu- 
nications, and it has at the same time 
put inio our hands terrible instruments 
of destruction. The result? Fear. It 
it fear. not war-likeness, that is driv- 
ing us to war. If the very centre of 
life could be changed from competition 
to cooperation, then war would drop 
off like a dead leaf...Selfish compe-

But 
Jesus gives us the perfect picture of 
God—God is love. The troubles that 
we have experienced since the begin- 
ning of the World War, and that we 
are still experiencing may be traced 
directly to our neglect of His teach- 
ings. God's plan for the world is a 
perfect one and does not include fear 
and selfishness resulting in war. But 
down through the ages and today he is 
dependent on people like you and me 
to put His plan into action. Only by 
putting God first in our lives, and 
obeying His plan for us can we gain 
victory over our fears and selfishness, 
and the power to fight these negative 
forces in the world. 

We are enlisted in this fight right 
now whether we realize it or not, be- 
cause every time we think or voice a 
thought which expresses fear, hate or 
selfishness, we have struck a blow for 
the enemy. Indifference and compro- 
mise place us on the wrong side of the 
battle too. But whenever we overcome 
these sins in our own life, and give 
expression to love, honestly and unsel- 
fishness, we have helped to overcome 
the weight of fear and selfishness in 
the world. The whole issue is as per- 
sonal and as important as that. When 
I criticize other people or nations I am 
being destructive; when I bulld on 
what unites instead of what divides 
people I am constructive. If I con- 
demn Germany for her treatment of 
the Jews and in the next breath hope 
that they are not allowed into Canada, 
I show that I have the same hatred in 
my heart for them that is being ex- 
pressed in Germany, and Christ draws 
no distinction between thoughts and 
deeds. The thing we have to offer re- 
fugees is room. Nellie McClung says: 
“We say we cannot take in Jewish re- 
fugees, because they flock into cities, 
and the only place we have room for 
people is_on the farms. As a matter 
of fact, there are many evidences that 
Jewish people do go on farms, and 
make a success of agriculture. Jews 
from Austria and Germany with their 
knowledge of chemicals, glove making, 
color printing, scientific instruments, 
etc., could introduce and develop in 

the manufacture of articles 
which we now import. 

“The Jewish refugees in London, 
have made that city the centre of the 
fur business, instead of Leipzig. We 
have ceramic clay in Canada for pot- 
tery and glass, and there are skilled 
people anxious to come with all their 
secrets. Think what that would mean. 
Refugees have enriched many coun- 
tries. They would enrich us. Whether 
they enrich us or not, materially, one 
thing is certain: If we refuse them, we 
will be impoverished in our hearts.” 

Since reading uj for this paper and 
thinking about it, 1 have come to a new 
realization that my selfishness today 
may help send my son to war in a few 
years. So many of us are mothers 
with young children to be taught, and 
the greatest lessons we can teach them 
is a trust in a God who is omnipotent, 
all powerful, all loving and changeless, 
to bring them up free from racial pre- 
judice, and with a vision of a world 
wide Christian fellowship, breaking 
down ali barriers, racial, social, politi- 
cal, religious and national. To teach 
them that our first allegiance is to 
God, and all lesser loyalties fall into 
their rightful place after that; that to 
be a Christian is a great and joyous 
adventure, since it means the one true 
security and freedom in the world— 
freedom to do the will of God and the 
security and peace which comes from 
our communion with Him. 

Queen Whiihelmina of Holland, who 
is giving real spiritual leadership to 
her people said in a recent broadcast: 


“The first need is to create a com- | 


pletely changed mentality and to apply 
it to the material and moral needs of 
our nation. Fear of destruction must 
become the will to construction. The 
disunity of our daily Mfe and of our 
mutual estrangements are bad reme- 
dies for the diseases of cur times.... 
Moral rearmament in Practice means 
building on what unites instead of on 
what divides people. Nearly all the 
former foundations on which the indi- 
vidual can base life are gone. We are 
met everywhere by insecurity and un- 
rest. Without a personal relationship 
with Gos no inner peace is possible, 
but with it the highest barriers can be 
surmounted. On this truth rests moral 


rearmament. Many people have asked 
me what my personal faith and expe- 
rience is. hrist first of all, has been 


my guiding star in arriving at these 
conclusions about Moral Rearmament. 
I will till my last breath, I hope, be 
true to this experience.”

Dr. Edward E. Lovewell, Geologist, | 
writing for the Western (Oil, Mining, 
Financial) Examiner of Calgary, says:

000 c.f. of gas.daily under high 
pressure at the old Imperial well, 
3% miles away, has been placed by 
Sanderson at the break between the 
St. John shales and the Bullhead 
formation, of Lower Cretaceous age. 
F. H. McLearn of the G.S.C., has 
correlated this sand horizon with the 
massive sandstones which outcrop in 
the steep cliffs along the river at 
Peace River Townsite. These Peace 
River sandstones’ are shown by Dr. 
Hume to have ‘a twtal thickness of 
320 feet, overlying some 1,100 feet of 
dark marine shales. Everyone fami- 
|liar with the stratigraphic conditions 
necessary for large oil formations 
;and accumulations will readily agree 
and perceive the almost ideal condi- 
tions that exist in the Peace River 
{basin and readily agree with Dr. 
|Hume, who says (p. 216): “Thus it 
seems that the Lower Cretaceous of 
{the more northern parts of Alberta 
;are more favorable for the formation 
of oil than the Lower Cretaceous of

The 
price of wheat for the crop of 1939 
is a vitally important matter to every 
person in western Canada.

the federal government in arriving 
at a decision? Is there general agree- 
ment as to what degree of assistance 
should be given? To the last ques- 
tion the answer is decidedly NO. It 
is common knowledge that there is a 
strong feeling in eastern Canada 
against any assistance given at 
all and there isn’t the slightest doubt 
that the government is being in- 
fluenced by that feeling. 

“On the other side, the delegation 
from the Bracken committee from 
the West is trying to impress on them 
the vital necessity of taking action 
that will adequately meet the situa- 
tion:—of setting a pegged price that 
will leave the farmer something with 
which to meet his obliagtions; that, 
in short, will save the Prairie v= 
inces from bankruptcy and a relief 
level of subsistence. 

“One question the government 
must be asking themselves is: ‘To 
what extent is the West behind 
Bracken’s idea? Is the West as a 
whole, as a solid body, demanding 
this, or is it just a publicity stunt, 
something, perhaps, to embarrass the 
government of e Dominion?’ 

“There is just one person that can 
answer that query and can drive 
home to the federal authorities the 
deadly seriousness of the West’s re- 
quests, and that person is you, Mr. 
or Mrs. Westerner. You can do it by 
writing personally to the Minister of 
Agriculture for Canada, the Hon. Jas. 
G. Gardiner, at Ottawa, telling him 
that you believe it absolutely neces- 
sary that the protection given the 
wheat grower during the past year 
should be continued and that you 
urge: (1) The continuance of the 
Wheat Board for 1939-40; and (2) 
the setting of a guaranteed price for 
wheat of at least 80 cents No. 1 
Northern, Fort William basis. 


“There is nothing that will go 


further in influencing the opinion | S°® 


and thé final decision of the federal 
government than a show of solidarity, 
of unanimity on this matter, regard- 
less of politics or occupation, by 
everyone in the Prairie Provinces. 

“A deluge of letters is the only way 
this can be accomplished, and I am 
asking you to act at once, by the very 
first mail. 

“If a public meeting can be held 
in your community and the question 
discussed, so much the better, and it 
would be practical at such a meeting 
to draw up a brief letter, along the 
lines I have indicated, much as a 
petition would be drawn up, and 
have everyone present sign it and, 
if time permitted, even circulate it 
through the immediate district, keep- 
ing in mind that the time for getting 
it away is limited. 

“Some may object that they do not 
think the pegged price and the Wheat 
Board are the solution to the prob- 
lem, and that we should wait until 
the government brings down its 
legislation before we move. 

“That is not the question. This is 
not claimed to be a solution of the 
wheat marketing problem;—this is 
purely and simply an appeal to the 
whole of Canada to take temporary 
measures to save the West from 
bankruptcy during the ensuing year. 

“The Bracken committee has 
further suggestions to make as to a 
permanent wheat policy, but they are 
advancing this as an emergency 
measure to save the situation in 1939. 

“Although they are making these 
two definite requests, I am quite 
certain that if the government meets 
thein with a proposal that will give 
the farmer equally as good pro on 
they will be prepared to accept what- 
ever changes are sugg R 

“There is no question of threaten- 
ing the federal authorities with a 
political club. The movement behind 
Mr. Bracken is_ absolutely non- 
political and has the public endorse- 
ment of the leaders of all political 
groups in this province and the other 
Prairie Provinces. 

“A delegation is in Ottawa now 
urging these measures. The Alberta 
members of that committee are: Jno. 
K. Sutherland, of the U.F.A.; A. Craig 
Pierce, president of the ssotiek 
Board of Trade; R. S. Law, ent 
of the UG.G.; and Lew Hutchinson, 
chairman of the Wheat Pool. 

“A suggestion has been made that 
a price of 60 cents Fort William may 
be established, with an ooreoge bonus 
of unknown scope but probably act- 
ing as a relief measure in cases of 
total crop failure. 

“That price would mean about 35 
cents a bushel for the av le grade 
in the Peace River. Mr. Farmer, 
could you carry on with prices a 
that level? Could you meet your 
obligations or replace your worn-out 
equipment or do anything more than 
just ‘get by’? 

“Don’t you think it is worth while 
getting solidly behind this movement 
that is now under way and expending 
a little trouble and energy in im- 
pressing the Dominion government 
with ‘seriousness of our situation 
and the wholeheartedness of our sup- 
port of the Bracken committee?
